" I hereby give notice of my intention to ask for leave 
to make a !motion for the adjournment of the business of the 
Assembly for the purpose of discussing a definite matter of 
urgent public importance namely: 

On the date of 15th August, 1954, a communal. dis- 
turbance has taken place at Nizamabad proper resulting in 
the loot and' arson of hundreds of houses of a community. 
Persons numbering more than 400 have been grievously in- 
jured. , This deplorable incident has taken place because of 
the failure of the Police Officials on the spot to check up the 
goondaism in time. The situation is not yet under control- 
Nine more houses and some shops have been set on fire on 
16-8-1954, even after the curfew was imposed This com- 
munal tension is spreading to the other areas of the districts 
as Armoor, etc., due to the callousness of the administration. 
This sort of provocation is likely to spread to other areas 
endangering the peace and order of the State. As this 
matter is agitating the minds of the peace loving citizens of 
Hyderabad State as a whole, therefore, it is highly essential 
to take effective steps in this regard araj to give immediate 
relief to thd vic&os.
